U.S. Department of ator 
Children’s Bureau 
Washington. 


Washington, . D. C.—Where: do- you * 
keep your children’s birth  certifi- 
cates? Or don’t you live in-one of 
those up-to-date: communities where 
‘a certified notice is sent to the parents” 
of every registered baby? The Chik 
dren’s Bureau of the U. 8S. Department 
‘which is conducting a 
special tampaign for complete .regi- 


tance of securing such a notice trom 
“the registrar and of treasuring it for - 
the child’s use in later life. . 

A number of things come to one in 
the normal processes of life for which. 
there is today a iegal minimum age. 
.Proof of age may. be needed in school, 
for working papers, -for © voting, -for 
marrying, for life inaurance,.or for 
securing a civil- service position, Or 
‘again, one may need to establish citi- 
zenship or the right of inheritance, In 
any one of a dozen ways.a birth cer- 
tifcate may be a saving of trouble and 
expense; it may even save the life of a 
neutral citizen in time of war, 

Only when parests hive received « 
Motice of registration can they be ab-— 
aolutely . certain, without ~ making 
“special inquiry, that their. child's - 
birth has been registered, for even in 
the “birth registration area”’—the 11 - 
States and the District of. Columbia 
which the Census Bureau accepts as 
having fairly adequate recorde—there 
are some unregistered babies.
